NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL

SECTION 1. That Chapter 118: Festivals, of the 

City of Fort Wayne Code of Laws be amended as follows: 

CHAPTER 118 

FESTIVALS 

GENERAL PROVISIONS 
§ 118.01 DEFINITIONS. 

For the purpose of this code, the following definitions 
shall apply unless the context clearly indicates or requires 
a different meaning: 

FESTIVAL. An event held for more than one day with a special 
title and conducted in one location or more, promoted to 
attract patrons from the City and surrounding communities, 
which is planned, named and executed under the total auspices 
of a not-for-profit organization. 

FESTIVAL SPONSOR. An organization, association, individual or 
business which plans, names and administers a festival. 

FESTIVAL POLICE OVERTIME EXPENSES. Direct expenses incurred 
by the City of Fort Wayne Police Department for compensation 
to police officers for overtime hours worked during a festival 
for protection of festival-related events and festival 
attenders. 

OFFICIAL FESTIVAL EVENT. An event or activity sponsored 
and/or promoted by the Festival Sponsor. 
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UNOFFICIAL FESTIVAL ACTIVITY. An event or activity open to 
the public during a Festival but which is sponsored by an 
organization, association, individual or business not 
affiliated with the Festival Sponsor. 

§ 118.02 FESTIVAL-RELATED ACTIVITIES ON CITY-OWNED PROPERTY 
OR RIGHTS-OF-WAY, INCLUDING STREETS, SIDEWALKS AND 
ALLEYS. 

Section 118.02 (D) of the City of Fort Wayne Code of 
Ordinances is amended as follows: 

D. Police Department Cost Recovery . All Festival Sponsors 
held partially or entirely on City-owned property or 
rights of way, including streets, sidewalks and alleys, 
shall be subject to the payment of user fees to the City 
of Fort Wayne for Festival Police Overtime Expenses 
according to the following terms: 

1. Thirty (3 0) days prior to the commencement of an 
official festival event, the festival sponsor shall 
notify the City Police Department of the date and 
time the event will occur. 

2. The City of Fort Wayne shall not charge for the 
first one-hundred (100) hours of festival police 
overtime expenses during any Festival. The 
festival sponsor shall be billed and responsible 
for 25% of the police overtime expenses incurred by 
the City Police Department after the initial 100 
hours of festival overtime expenses are reached. 
Notwithstanding the foregoing, in no event shall 
the festival sponsor be responsible for payment of 
festival police overtime expenses which exceed the 
total festival police overtime expenses billed to 
the festival sponsor for the same festival in the 
previous calendar year, plus an additional 10%, 
regardless of the total amount of festival police 
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overtime expenses incurred by the City Police 
Department. 

3. The bill for festival police overtime expenses to 
be paid by the festival sponsor shall be presented 
to the festival sponsor by the Civil City 
Accounting Department within one (1) month after 
the conclusion of the festival. 

4. The festival must pay the festival police overtime 
expense bill no later than November 30 of the year 
in which the bill was incurred. 

5. Festival sponsors who conduct a festival with a 
duration of one (1) day or less will be exempt from 
payment of festival police overtime expenses. 

6. Before any barricade permit may be issued to the 
sponsor of a Festival subject to subdivision (2) 
above, the permit applicant must post a cash or 
surety bond in the amount determined by the City to 
be the equivalent of 25% of the additional police 
overtime incurred by the City during the same 
festival in the previous calendar year, unless such 
cash or surety bond is waived by the Board of 
Public Works. 

7. If the Fort Wayne Police Department rents 
barricades to assist in traffic and crowd 
protection related to an Official Festival Event, 
even if the Festival Sponsor pays for no police 
overtime expenses, those barricade charges will be 
passed on to the Festival Sponsor. Similarly, if 
the Police Department rents barricades to assist in 
traffic and crowd protection related to an 
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Unofficial Festival Activity, those barricade 
charges will be passed on to sponsor of the 
Unofficial Festival Activity. In the event that 
barricades are rented by the Police Department for 
use in an area directly between official and 
unofficial events, the costs for those barricades 
will be divided evenly among all adjacent sponsors. 

SECTION 2. The invalidity of any section, sentence. 


clause, paragraph, part or provision of this Ordinance shall 
not affect the validity of any other section, sentence, 
clause, paragraph, part or provision of this Ordinance which 
can be given meaning without such invalid part or parts.

Amendments to the festival ordinance (Chapter 118) 



Last year. City Council approved an ordinance creating a 
mechanism for city government to recoup some of its expenses 
for Police Department overtime caused by Fort Wayne's major 
festival events. After living with the new law for one and a 
half "festival seasons", the City is proposing some fine-tuning 
of the ordinance. 

The biggest change proposed at this time was suggested by the 
Three Rivers Festival organization. It would insure that a 
festival organization would not receive a festival fee bill far 
greater than its budget could anticipate. This allows festival 
organizations to budget in advance for police costs, based on 
their previous years' experience. This amendment reads, in 
part: 

... in no event shall the festival sponsor be 
responsible for payment of festival police overtime 
expenses which exceed the total festival police 
overtime expenses billed to the festival sponsor 
for the same festival in the previous calendar 
year, plus an additional 10%, regardless of the 
total amount of festival police overtime expenses 
incurred by the city Police Department. 

The City needs to be able to plan too. If the festivals 
receive additional protection from fees rising too fast, then 
the City needs to make sure it is not over-scheduling police 
officers to work festival events. To that end, we are 
proposing a new subsection under Section 118.02 which requires 
festival organizations to inform the Police Department about 
their scheduled events at least thirty days before those events 
occur. 

The remainder of the amendments are efforts to clarify certain 
sections of the ordinance.

118.02 FESTIVAL-RELATED ACTIVITIES ON CITY- 
OWNED PROPERTY OR RIGHTS-OF-WAY. IN¬

Section 118.02 (D) of the City of Fort Wayne Code 
of Ordinances is amended as follows: 

D. Police Department Cost Recovery. All Festival 
Sponsors held partially or entirely on City-owned 
property or rights of way, including streets, side¬ 
walks and alleys, shall be subject to the payment of 
user fees to the City of Fort Wayne for Festival Police 
Overtime Expenses according to the following terms; 

1. Thirty (30) days prior to the commencement of 
an official festival event, the festival sponsor shall no¬ 
tify the City Police Department of the date and time 
the event will occur. 

2. The City of Fort Wayne shall not charge for the 
first one-hundred (100) hours of festival police over¬ 
time expenses during any Festival. The festival spon¬ 
sor shall be billed and responsible for 25% of the 

g olice overtime expenses incurred by the City Police 
epartment after the initial 100 hours of festival 
overtime expenses are reached. Notwithstanding the 
foregoing, in no event shall the festival sponsor be 
responsible for payment of festival police overtime 
expenses billed to the festival sponsor for the same 
festival in the previous calendar year, plus an addi¬ 
tional 10%, regardless of the total amount of festival 

g olice overtime expenses incurred by the City Police 
epartment. 

3. The bill for festival police overtime expenses to be 
paid by the festival sponsor shall be presented to the 
festival sponsor by the Civil City Accounting Depart¬ 
ment within one (1) month after the conclusion of 
the festival. 

4. The festival must pay the festival police overtime 
expense bill no later than November 30 of the year in 
which the bill was incurred.

5. Festival sponsors who conduct a festival with a 
duration of one (1) day or less will be exempt from 
pavement of festival police overtime expenses. 

6. Before any barricade permit may be issued to the 
sponsor of the Festival subject to subdivision (2) 
above, the permit applicant must post a cash or 
surety bond in the amount determined by the City to 
be the equivalent of 25% of the additional police 
overtime incurred by the City during the same festi¬ 
val in the previous calendar year, unless such cash or 
surety bond is waived by the Board of Public Works. 

7. If the Fort Wayne Police Department rents barri¬ 
cades to assist in traffic and crowd protection relat¬ 
ed to an Official Festival Event, even if the Festival 
Sponsor pays for no.police overtime expenses, those 
barricade cnarges will be passed on to the Festival 
Sponsor. Similarly, if the Police Department rents 
barricades to assist in traffic and crowd protection 
related to an Unofficial Festival Activity, those barri¬ 
cade charges will be passed on to sponsor of the 
Unofficial Festival Activity. In the event that barri¬ 
cades are rented by the Police Department for use in 
an area directly between official and unofficial 
events, the costs for those barricades will be divided 
evenly among all adjacent sponsors. 

SECTION 2. The invalidity of any section, sentence, 
clause, paragraph, part or provision of this Ordi¬ 
nance snail not affect the validity of any other sec¬ 
tion, sentence, clause, paragraph, part or provision 
of this Ordinance which can be given meaning with¬ 
out such invalid part or parts. 

All Ordinances or parts of Ordinances and sections 
of the Municipal Code of the City of Fort Wayne in 
conflict herewith are hereby repealed.
